A vacant home was con- 
sumed by fire early Sunday 
morning in Walloon Lake. 

According to Melrose Town- 
ship fire chief Dennis Howard, 
the call came in reporting a 
structure fire on M-75 in the 
village of Walloon at 2:26 a.m 
A passerby had apparently no- 
ticed the fire, and alerted resi- 
dents at a nearby home to call 
911, Firefighters were on the 
scene at 2:33 a.m., finding the 
home fully engulfed in flames. 

“It was a defensive opera- 
tion,” Howard said, noting that 
firefighters were not only deal- 
ing with a structure fire but a 
grass and tree fire as well. “The 
house was surrounded by large 
pines,” Howard said. “The 
grass fire had worked its way 
to the foundation of the house 
to the south,” which suffered 
heat damage. 

Several area agencies pro- 
vided mutual aid, including 
Boyne Valley Fire Department 
and Boyne City Fire Depart- 
ment. : 

Emergency crews were on 


scene until about 4 a.m. 


Howard called in the Michi- 
gan State Police fire marshal to 
investigate the fire. The two 
spent Monday going over the 
scene and interviewing wit- 
nesses. 

“It’s still considered a non- 
determined open case,” 
Howard said. The investigation 
is ongoing.

«i Jordan Valley 
library seeking 


more info on 
question of move 


Though earlier this year it seemed 
full speed ahead, the brakes have been 
put on a plan to build a new facility 
for the Jordan Valley District Library, 
while staff and board members take 
time to gather more information re- 
garding the wants of community 
members. 

The move, according to library 
board president Chris Curtin, stems 
from a desire to “do something that’s 
right for the whole community.” 

In January, the library board an- 
nounced that a major fund-raising ef- 
fort would be kicking off, looking to 
garner funds to the tune of $4 million 
for construction of a new facility, to 
be located on an 18.2 acre parcel the 
library purchased last year on M-66 
in East Jordan. 

On the heels of that announcement, 
however, the library came under fire 
irom a contingent that opposed the 
construction of a new facility, prima- 
rily contesting the cost involved as 
well as the new location, preferring 
instead an expansion at the current 
location, adjacent to East Jordan High 
School. 

Since then, the wheels have been 
turning, both in gathering more infor- 
mation and in continuing to pursue a 
solution to a long-term problem — 
lack of space. 

“We have, of course, been work- 
ing on space needs for quite awhile,” 
Curtin said. “We've been aware of the 
lack of room since 2001." 

The current building offers about 
5,000 square feet to work with, with 
the library space on the main floor and 
a community room and Michigan 
Works! Learning Lab on the lower 
level. A space assessment conducted 
in January of 2003 concluded that the 
library requires no less than 16,780 
square feet to meet current needs,

A new look for Raven Hill Discovery Center

Return visitors to Raven Hill Discovery Center are 
doing double-takes, discovering a brand new parking 
lot and entryway at the rear of the familiar building. 

The recently-completed project is, in many ways, 
the result of the generosity of Raven Hill supporters. 

It’s been a couple of years, at least, since Raven 
Hill co-founders Cheri and Tim Leach have known 
they’d need to relocate the center’s parking lot, due to 
township ordinance changes.

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While participants in a 
feasibility study conducted 
in March of 2002 ex- 
pressed high praise for li- 
brary services and staff and 
recognized the need for 
more space, they also in- 
dicated a desire to see an 
expansion take place at the 
current location. An archi- 
tectural and planning study 
determined, however, that 
the present building would 
not support a second floor, 
and limited parking was 
expected to continue to 
present a problem. 

Another concern is the 
fact that, at the current fo- 
cation, the library has no 
building equity; if the 
building is no longer uti- 
lized as a library, the deed 
reverts back to the school 
district. 

“Everyone has different 
opinions,” Curtin said of 
the land ownership issue. 
“Some people think that’s 
not an issue, other people 
think that it is an issue.” 

In light of criticism re- 
garding the decision to 
move forward with a new 
building project, however, 
the library board has 
moved its focus from fund- 
raising to fact- and opin- 
ion-gathering. 

The board and staff are 
currently exploring both 


the prospect of a new 
building and the possibil- 
ity of somehow expanding 
at the current location. 
Most recently, the East Jor- 
dan Board of Education 
has been in discussions 
with the board, offering to 
provide the library with ad- 
ditional land on the exist- 
ing high school site. 

At last week’s regular 
school board meeting, 
school board members 
walked the property with 
Curtin, library executive 
director Dawn Pringle, and 
library board trustee Joyce 
Wardwell. 

The offer came after the 
school board determined 
that, consistent with their 
long-range facility needs, 
the future expansion of the 
high school would not oc- 
cur in the area being of- 
fered, which is located be- 
tween the Community 
Pool and the current li- 
brary. 

The school board also 
offered to designate addi- 
tional parking spaces in the 
school parking lots for li- 
brary use in the event that 
the library board of trust- 
ees determines additional 
spaces would be necessary 
to support an expansion 
plan. 

The offer, Curtin said, is 
still under consideration. 
“There are concerns about

to?” she said. 

“We don’t want to be in 
the way. We’re also con- 
cerned about parking. 
Right now we have five 
parking spaces and one 
handicapped parking 
space. According to na- 
tional standards we need a 
lot more parking. The com- 
munity room seats 120 
people, and with summer 
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reading we have 120 kids 
coming in. That’s a con- 
cern, expansion and park- 
ing.” 

Still, the board, Curtin 
said, is interested in mak- 
ing an informed decision, 
and that’s why time is be- 
ing spent on planning and 
gathering more informa- 
tion. 

“One of the things that 
we're going to be doing at 
our next [library board] 
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meeting is talking about 
strategic planning,’ Curtin 
said. 

“That's very important. 
We’re committed to know- 
ing what the public wants, 
and we need to figure out 
the best way to do that. 
We’il go through that pro- 
cess in full because this is 
extremely important.” 

“Once we, as a board, 
figure out what the ques- 
lions are, there’s the possi- 
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bility of doing a survey, 
using a proper research 
method and a cross section 
of the community.” 

As for the naysayers, 
Curtin acknowledges that 
there is a vocal contingent 
against new construction, 
but believes that doesn’t 
necessarily speak for the 
community as a whole. 

“Certainly, in small 
towns there are people who 
feel strongly about things, 
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The library has gone ahead with architectural drawings of the proposed new library facility, with a floor plan as depicted above.

There are a few memories of high school ] will carry 
with me forever. But one of them has nothing to do with 
what happened inside the walls of Grayling High School, 
or even in the Grayling area for that matter. 

I was lucky enough to be one of 40-plus students of the 
GHS Class of 1986 to embark on our senior trip that spring. 

The group that packed on board the tour bus had repre- 
sentatives from most of the stereotypical high school 
groups. There were the top 10 students, jocks, band geeks 
and even the so-called “stoners.” The producers of the 
movie, The Breakfast Club,” should have come along to 
make a sequel. The adventure included a rather long bus 
trip to and from Virginia Beach, with several stops along 
the way. Some of the stops were purely recreational. There 
were other stops that were more educational, such as visit- 
ing the Smithsonian Institute. It was a requirement that 
our trip was a learning and cultural experience, just not 
fun and games. For many, the bus trip in itself was prob- 
ably the most memorable part of the experience. It was the 
proverbial “chance of a lifetime” to get to know your class- 
mates better and bond. 

While I enjoyed the bonding time, there were two other 
events that seem to take up more prominent space ‘in my 
memory banks. First was the stop at the Arlington National 
Cemetery. the burial place for many of the men and women 
who have died in the service of our country. It’s also the 
resting place for former presidents and even national icons, 
such as boxer Joe Louts. 

If you want to quiet a group of rowdy high schoolers, 
just walk them through the rows of white crosses that, as 
you stop and look, seem to stretch endlessly into the hori- 
zon. Then there's the methodical pace of the soldiers guard- 
ing the tomb of unknown soldier, as they march back and 
forth. Not to mention the precision of the changing of the 
guard. 

I remember looking at the face of one classmate as we 
left, She was choking back tears, possibly realizing for the 
first time the beavy price people have paid for our free- 
dom. This ranks as the second most powerful memory for 
me because I cannot forget the time we spent at the Na- 
tional Mall in Washington D.C., the home of the Washing- 
ton and Lincoln monuments. But it was two newer dis- 
plays that caught my attention. 

The first was of the statue of “The Three Soldiers,” a 
monument dedicated in 1984 that portrays three Vietnam 
era soldiers standing together. You might have to travel to 
D.C. to understand what I have to say next, but the eyes of 
that trio of soldiers seemed to follow me as I walked by. I 
felt as if they were trying to say something. Finally, J 
stopped and looked directly at one of the soldiers. Then I 
took out my camera and snapped several photos. 

Next it was onto “The Wall,” officially known as the 
Vietnam Veterans Memorial dedicated in 1982. Before trav- 
cling to D.C.,1’d been aware of the numerous stories about 
the building of the Wall and the power it held for the thou- 
sands of visitors who stood beside it each day. 

It wasn’t until I stood next to one of the 144 black gran- 
ite panels, however, that I understood. It’s not something I 
can describe. Nor probably could have any of my class- 
mates. 

All of us stood there, humble. We took turns reaching 
out to touch it, gently and respectfully. 

And all of us were touched as we watched what must 
have been veterans or family members of one of the more 
than 38 G00 names on the Wall stop, maybe place a piece 
of paper over a spot and get a scratching of name. Others 
placed flowers or other trinkets at its base. 

Until that moment, the Vietnam War had been a some- 
what unreal event to me, Sure, I remember random TV 
news clips from early in my childhood. But the people and 
places, the politics, of that war weren’t yet really taught in 
school. There weren’t the numerous movies that have come 
out in recent years, There wasn’t the History Channel to 
run special after special detailing it all. And many vets 
weren't yet ready to talk about their experiences. 

But one visit to The Wall made the Vietnant War very 
real to more than 40 students, as we looked, watched and 
even touched. We saw the names and realized the sacri- 
fices made. 

This week, 1’ll make my visit to the Moving Wall at the 
Kalkaska County Fairgrounds, I’m not sure what I'll feel 
or think, what will have changed since my visit to D iC, 
more than 18 years ago. But I hope to again be reminded 
that history isn’t a movie or a cable show, It’s about people. 


And there’s 58,000 names on that wall to help me remem- © 


ber that.

Discharge of effluent into Boyne 
River wetlands not a good idea 


TO THE EDITOR: 


When the Friends of the Boyne River were contacted 
by Boyne City to consider a possible discharge of efflu- 
ent into the Boyne River wetlands, we were hopeful that 
this would provide a solution to the problem of where to 
locate the discharge. We purchased the book “Treatment 
Wetlands” by Kadlec and Knight, which is one of the best 
reference works on wettand discharge of effluent. The 
book contained a case history of the successful wetland 
discharge in Houghton Lake, Michigan. A Comparison 
of the two wetlands indicates that the Boyne River wet- 
land is far too small to provide a good location for the 
discharge. 

* The annual discharge at Houghton Lake is 200 mil- 
lion gallons. (Boyne City is planning to discharge that 
much or more) 

* The total available wetland acreage at Houghton Lake 
is 1645 ac. (BC's total available wetland acreage is 17 
ac.) 

* The total acreage affected or changed by the discharge 
at Houghton Lake is 164 ac. (Again, BC’s total acreage 
is 17 ac.) 

¢ The Houghton Lake discharge occurs intermittently

during May thru September. No mention was made of 
winter discharge. (BC discharges year round.) 

¢ The effluent distribution pipe at Houghton Lake is 
3280 ft. long. (The maximum length proposed for the 
BC pipe is only 600 to 700 ft. long.) 

¢ At Houghton Lake the Muskegon River is six miles 
away from the discharge pipe. (At BC the Boyne River 
is only 700 ft. away.) 

¢ The nearest small streams are ].8 miles from the 
Houghton lake discharge. (The nearest small streams are 
less than 300 ft. from the BC discharge.) 

All of this leads us to believe that the BC wetland is too 
small to significantly mitigate the flow of effluent into 


the Boyne River. Our wetland is only about 10 percent of 


the affected wetland at Houghton Lake. This would leave 
90 percent of the effluent to pass directly into the Boyne 
River. Among many other concerns is the likelihood 
that black organic material will wash out of the wetland 
because of the added volume of water, causing reduced 
water clarity in both the Boyne River and Lake Charlevoix.

posal to the board and they accepted it.” Urman served 
as superintendent, then, even as he finished schooling 
for the advanced degree required to fulfill administra- 
tive requirements. 

Being superintendent on Mackinaw, Urman notes, 
is not the average administrative gig. “For 11 years as 
superintendent, | was the only administrator [at the 
school],” he said. That made him, by extension, the 
principal, athletic director, and counselor. He also 
taught industrial arts, when needed. “I was hands-on 
in basically all aspects of running the school,” The ex- 
perience, which he calls “very good,” was a great pre- 
cursor to the subsequent job at Boyne Falls. “It pre- 
pared me very well for the job I have now,” he said. “It 
allowed me to really truly understand what it takes to 
keep a school running. I’m thankful for the experience.” 

It wasn’t, then, that he was looking for a new job 
exactly when the Boyne Falls position opened up. It 
was really a matter of good timing. Having followed 
Boyne Falls Public School a bit through newspapers 
and personal contacts, Urman had long been familiar 
with the school’s history and progress. “I knew there 
were a lot of good things happening,” he said. He’d 
been interested, in fact, when the position opened four 
years ago, just prior to the move into the new building, 
completed in 2000. At that time, however, the Urmans’ 
youngest son was in high school, meaning that the time 
wasn't ideal for a big move.This time around, how- 
ever, with their youngest a sophomore in college, the 
transition promised to be more family-friendly. Fam- 
ily, in fact, is what Urman feels Boyne Fails, much 
like his previous professional homes, is all about. “It’s 
just a family atmosphere,” he said, adding that the 
school has tong made progress in line with his own 
kids-first philosophy. 

The family feel extends beyond the school walls, 
Urman adds, to the community at large. “I really see 
{the community’s] support of the school,” he notes. 

Some administrators might be daunted by the idea 
of coming on board at the cusp of a major construction 
project, as Boyne Falls School is currently undertak- 
ing, which includes classroom additions, a cafeteria 
expansion, and a new bus garage. Urman, however, 
has been there, done that. Not only did he go through a 
$3 million building project on Mackinaw Island dur- 
ing his superintendency there, he’s also seen the in- 
dustry from the other side, often working construction 

in the summer months when he was a teacher. “Actu- 
ally, that was anothef thing that attracted me,” he said, 
referring the construction project. “I'll enjoy it. You’ ve 
just got to be a problem solver.” 

The budget, likewise, will be a major issue to be dealt 
with in the coming months but, again, Urman isn’t 
worried, despite challenges sure to come in light of 
state budget woes. “Mark [Parsons] and the team here 
before me have done a good job,” he said. ‘Are we 
sitting pretty now? Probably not. Are we ready to go 
under? No. You j just have to keep working to solve your 
problems, keeping your chin up and looking at what 
are the good things schools are doing in the area.” 

Alt in all, Urman is excited about his future in Boyne 
Falls. “I’ve had a lot of adventures in life,” he said, 
“This is just another one of them.”
